Fighting every minute of the game, 
backed by crowds of supporters, and 
with the score close at every moment of 
the play, the Alerts and McGill fought 
last night for the honours of their sre- 
tibn of the City League basketball. The 
game was as clean as could be expected, 
both teams were out to win, and numer- 
ous fouls were called. The Alerts hav- 
ing but one defeat up till this game, 
were in a position to tie the standing in 
the City League, but against the heavier 
and faster McGill team they were un- 
able to get through for the few points 
needed to score a win. The McGill team 
had to work every minute of the game. 
Every man was hard checked, and the 
visitors' system of defence was very dif- 
ficult for the Uod and White players 
to scone against. 

Despite the fast falling snow outside 
und' the late time the game was staged, 
the opening whistle saw the entire seat- 
ing capacity of the McGill gymnasium 
taken up and all the available standing 
room occupied. The majority of the 
crowd was for McGill, but the Alerts 
had a good number of supporters who 
let their team know that they were be- 
hind them. The start of the game was 
delayed, and it was not till 8.30 that the 
first face-up brought the crowd to its 
feet. ' 

"Art" Manson, captain of Uic Red and 
White team, nailed the ball on the jump, 
and shot it to Crain, who tore up the 
floor, but failed to score. Manson scor- 
ed the first point on a free try. After 
another foul try Manson again got the 
jump, and Mendelsohn sent the hall 
spinning through the nets for the first 
fjpld goal. The jump again went to 
the Red and White, this time to Amarotl, 
who dribbled up the floor, passing to 
Mendelsohn, who returned the ball and 
the big defence man started it on a trip 
through the iron rfng. Crain a minute 
later sent the ball travelling up the floor 
to the big centre, who drew lh= defence 
in to the centre of the floor and shot the 
ball to Mendelsohn and two more points 
were added to the score. The Alerts 
tightened up at this point in the play, 
and began lo open up on their remark- 
able shooting, sending the ball into the 
basket from well bark on thet floor. 
They managed to steady down a bit, but 
Amaron again started up the fHoor and 
missing his shot, he jumped high and 
sent the rebound into the nets. Men- 
delsohn shot again to score. The home 
team worked a neat play when three 
abreast they came down the floor, hut 
failed to tally.

Amaron scored with a nice shot. Tur- 
pcl got the sphere and tore through the 
entire opposition to score. Hilton wont 
into the game in place of Amaron. Lit- 
tle went into the play for Mendelsohn. 
The game moved fast. The. Alerts scor- 
ed another long shot. These shots, well 
over the heads of the McGill defence, 
were almost always good. • 

After the re\t hctwc/i the halves 
both teams go hack on the flooT to win. 
The half time score was 20 to 14 for the 
home team. At the jump Manson nails 
the leather, shoots it to Mendelsohn, 
who returns it and Hilton gets the hall 
under the basket, scoring a difficult shot. 
Manson is playing all over the floor, be- 
ing back on the. defence and breaking up 
the long shots which in many cases fail 
to leave the sender's hands.

Super-regenerative Principle 
Will Be Discussed 



To-day, at five o'clock, the Radio As- 
sociation will hear Webster of Applied 
Science, give an account of the new Arm- 
strong Super-Regenerative Principle as 
incorporated in his own apparatus. This 
is an exceptional opportunity for those 
who wish to know something of the 
practical difficulties to be met with in 
designing such an equipment and how 
they arc to be overcome. The amaz- 
ing performance of this receiving circuit 
only recently published by the inventor 
has only been outdone by the disappoint- 
ment felt by radio amateurs on failing 
to work it successfully- There is a big 
field here for research work of a mod- 
est nature on the part of earnest radio 
amateurs . 

The Association recently received 
iettcr from Somervillc Massachusetts, 
saying that broadcasting from Station 
CF. CF. came in clearly and regularly 
on one valve. This letter has been 
handed over to Mr. Darling, of the Mar- 
coni Station Canada Cement Building 
A visit to this station has been arranged 
for members of the Radio Association 
for Thursday Fob. 1, and in view of the 
fact that experimental work has been 
going on at this station recently, tin 
visit should be well worth while. 

Subsequent visits and lectures will be 
announced shortly. 

Dr. IT. T. Bares, the Honorary Presi 
dent, probably will deal with the de 
velopmcnt of the fundamental priuci 
pies of present day wireless. 

Dr. A. S. Eve, and Dr. L. V. King 
have consented to address the Associa- 
tion on the subjects of "Electric Waves' 
and "Radio direction Finding," respect- 
fully, and Mr. Deniers of the Northern 
Electric Co., will speak on the. 5 watt 
transmitter which he has helped to dc 
vclop.

Annie and the children were reduced 
lo a state of poverty, anxiously wait- 
ing for the return of the beloved hus- 
band and falJicr, but in the end giving 
up the lost for dead. Philip's marriage 
to Annie brought back some of the 
happiness experienced by her before 
the long years of waiting for Enoch. 
The man who was given up for dead, 
however, relumed unknown to any 
one living who knew him. As Mr. 
F'orrest read of the disappointment and 
despair of Enoch when he heard of 
Annie's marriage to Philip, and finally 
his death after leaving a message for 
her telling how his love for her lasted 
to the cud, and praying that blessings 
might descend upon her and her home 
for ever, a tear or two appeared in the 
eyes of more than one in the audience. 

During the reading of the poem the 
incidental music was played by Miss 
Jamieson.

SU -GEC IS TO SAIL 
.OR SJOlfl A./1ERICA 

Expect McGill Will Be Rep- 
resented on Tour 



Next month members of the Ameri- 
can College of Surgeons are to lour 
South America. Dr. G-corgc E. Ann- 
strong, C.M.G., professor of Surgery 
and Clinical Surgery at McCill, states 
that if it is possible to do so, arrange- 
ments will be made to send a represen- 
tative of the McGill Medical -.Faculty 
to accompany the members of the Col- 
lege of Surgeons on the trip, and that 
the matter will be brought to the at- 
tention of the principal with a view to 
naming someone to make the journey. 

The purpose of the lour of the mem- 
bers of the American College of Sur- 
geons, the third of its kind, is to pro- 
mote professional and social relations 
between the surgeons of Central and 
South America and those of the Unit- 
ed States and Canada, there being a 
considerable membership oi the Amer- 
ican College of Surgeons throughout 
the Dominion. 

Discussing conditions in South 
America, Dr. Armstrong said: "They 
have a much better system of educa- 
tion than we appreciate. They arc 
well equipped, and everything possible 
is being doue to raise the tone of edu- 
cation to the standard maintained on 
the North American Continent. When 
the American College of Surgeons met 
in Montreal there were many repre- 
sentatives from South America, and 
since then there have been frequent 
visits of professional men from the 
various countries." 

Regarding the coming tour, Dr. 
Armstrong said that one of the diffi- 
culties lay in the fact that it is being 
undertaken at a time when teachers 
re. particularly busy. He considers 
{'project an excellent one, and trust- 
that there would he several reprc- 
ntatives of Canadian institutions on 
e, tour. 

It is planned to leave New York on 
' the steamer Vandyke on February 10, 
and it is anticipated that 350 members 
and their families will form the party. 

Dr. Armstrong is a former president 
of the college. 

One of .the objects of the tourists 
to initiate an exchange of professors 
d students between colleges of sur- 
ery in the various countries. A stu- 
dent in surgery in South American 
countries is compelled to have two 
years' foreign experience. At present 
the majority go to European schools to 
"complete their course. It will be one 
of the objects of the party to interest 
Students in the medical colleges of 
Canada and the United States. 
I The members of the party will be 
entertained by the president of Cuba 
and the medical men of Havana, and 
at Colon, Panama, they will assist in 
laying the cornerstone of the Institute 
^of Tropical Medicine which is 'to be a 
memorial to General Gorgas. 

From Colon, the party will go to 
Cartagena, Colombia, where a 16-hour 
Stop will be; made. La Guayra, Vene- 



zuela, also will he visited. In both 
places elaborate plans have been made 
by the profession to entertain the visi- 
tors with sightseeing tours, special en- 
tertainments, and a visit to the medical 
schools. 

The party . will next make a brief 
stop at Pernambuco, Brazil, with Rio 
dc Janeiro the chief objective. The 
hospitals, medical colleges, and other 
places of scientific interest at Rio dc 
Janeiro will be inspected before leaving 
for Buenos Aires and Montevideo. 



THE CHALLENGE OF A PROBLEM 
The number of delegates at the Cana- 
dian Student Conference held in this 
city during the Christmas vacation was 
seven hundred and forty-nine, the num- 
ber of opinions of the Conference will 
probably be seven hundred and forty- 
nine. Certain features of the Confer- 
ence may have impressed some of the 
delegates and have left others unimpress- 
ed. But rising above the mass of de- 
tail and features, impressive, beneficial or 
otherwise, was the problem of this world 
to-day. Every delegate saw this prob- 
lem, felt it and realized something of its 
significance. Sneaker after speaker 
sounded the same note — the world is 
dissatisfied, restless and awake In very 
truth "the old order changoth.' The 
East is in, the. throes of an • industrial 
revolution. India and China arc mark- 
ing time, impatient to be on the move. 
Africa is clamouring to be given its op- 
portunity after all these centuries. Cen- 
tral Europe has responded to the urge 
of nationalism. Everywhere is the cry 
for sympathy, understanding and co-op- 
eration. 

Canada has a great responsibility as a 
nation to the rest of the world. Dur- 
ing the war, the world recognized her 
nationhood, and now Canada is repre- 
sented in the League of Nations. What 
Canada does internationally will be de- 
tcrmicd largely by her attitude as a na- 
tion, and her national attitude will be 
shaped by the people of Canada. Are 
Canadians awake? -Arc they realizing 
their probtems and making an effort to 
effect a solution? Canada has many ad- 
vantages that the rest of the world has 
not; 'she is young and strong, with her 
future before her, unhampered by con- 
vention aficl trarition.. Her problems 
are those of a. young nation— problems 
of the land and of immigration. Every 
year the peoples of the world surge to 
these shores — bringing a menace and a 
contribution to the national life of Can- 
ada with them. It is for Canadians to 
say which it shall ibe. If Canadians set 
themselves to the. task of assimilating 
the new Canadians patiently and sympa- 
thetically these new people will give their 
best to Canada — if they are made to feel 
inferior, that they arc not wanted, Can- 
ada can never stand a united people. 

The Conference offered no solution. 
The problems were put before the dele- 
gates by people who knew and saw them 
clearly. There must be a solution and 
it can be found — it must be found — but 
only as every one learns to cast aside 
prejudice of all kinds to look into the 
eyes of his brother man, be Ik black, 
white, red or yellow, with eyes of un- 
derstanding' and sympathy without sus- 
picion or jealousy. Then the Brother- 
hood of Man will be something more 
than an empty phrase.— The V£trsity.

In a scheduled game of the Interme- 
diate Montreal City and District Bas- 
ketball League, played at Molson Hall 
last night, the McGill Seconds emerg- 
ed victorious over M.A.A.A. by the 
score of 26 — 19. The game was fast 
and clean, and although McGill was 
the aggressor for the greater part of 
the time, the Winged Wheelers threw 
à scare into the Red and White camp 
when they staged a rally in the last 
half that tied the score. 

The game opened with a furious at- 
tack on the McGill basket by the M.A. 
A. A. forwards but they were unable to 
score. McGill assumed the offensive 
and for a time rained a succession of 
shots that completely demoralized the 
visitors' defence, Philpotts eventually 
scoring, putting the Red and White 
in the lead from which they were 
never ousted. The McGill forwards 
were combining well and in the space 
of three minutes Bronson. .Uodina and 
Philpotts each registered. M.A.A.A. 
proved weak on foul shots and missed 
many opportunities of breaking into 
the score column. On the other hand 
Scharfc for McGill proved very adept 
at this game and was responsible for 
the scoring of eight points on free 
shots. Fuller opened the scoring for 
M.A.A.A. on a beautiful shot from the 
side and Quirk added another thirty 
seconds later. Phillpotts increased 
McGill's lead when he scored on a 
long pass from Bronson, but M.A.AiA. 
came right back tallying twice in quick 
succession. The McGill coach made a 
change at this point, Rafolovitch and 
James repjacing Uodina and Bronson.

MISSIONARY SHOWS 
SLIDES OF CHINA 



Rev. J. A. Mowatt, McGill 
Grad, at Erskinc Church 



Last evening, in the lecture hall of 
Erskinc Church, the Rev. Jos. A. 
Mowatt, of Honpn, who is at present on 
furlough, gave a lecture on "Conditions 
in China," illustrated by a number of 
excellent slides. Mr. Mowatt is a 
graduate of McGill, and among those 
present were several students. The oc- 
casion of the lecture was the annual 
meeting of the Erskinc Church Mission- 
ary Society; the president of the Society. 
Mr. David Lewis, introduced the speak- 
er, and he was greeted with a round of 
applause. 

The majority of the views were in 
some way connected with the terrible 
famine that recently scourged China, 
causing many of the people to die of 
starvation, disease ,and poisoning, result- 
ing from eating deadly herbs. To point 
out the uivfortunatc lot which is forced 
on many of the poorer young children, a 
slide was shown comparing the size of 
a Chinese boy of twelve years and that 
of a fully-developed European child of 
seven — and the European was (larger. 
These lads often have to do work which 
makes the child labor problem in west- 
ern lands seem insignificant. As soon 
as they can do any work at all, they 
help their fathers in the carrying of 
merchandise from one town to another. 
If they had suitable food during this 
p;riod of development, the results would 
not be so noticeable; but as they never 
get more substantial nourishment than 
miliet, and sometimes only a mixture of 
millet and weeds, it is no wonder that 
their natural growth is retarded. 

Mr. Mowatt explained fully the pro- 
fessional beggar scystem which exists in 
China, and which is carried on very 
systematically. The head of the beggars 
in a city is usually a very. rich inan.iwh», 
because of his ingenuity and organizing 
ability-, can afford to live in a veritable 
mansion and at the same time direct the 
efforts of his beggars and provide for 
them. Ail the important merchants in 
the city arc compelled to pay a. sort of 
tax in order to escape the visits of the 
beggars; this is one source of revenue 
to the beggar-ehlef. Again if anyone 
has a grudge against a man, he may ap- 
proach the beggar chief and offer to pay 
him a certain sum to bother the above- 
mentioned man; the chief will then in- 
struct twenty or thirty beggars to loiter 
around this man's door, and generally 
make life miserable for him. A third 
activity of the beggars is in collecting 
debts; the usual arrangement in this case 
is that the chief will get half of the debt 
which he collects, and his method is ' to 
post his men in the vicinity of the debt- 
or's residence and demand the amount 
due. This method is invariably effec- 
tive, as it is quite a disgrace' to have 
any of the beggars around one's house. 

The method of distributing relief dur- 
ing the famine was also discussed, and 
the difficulties of fair allotment were 
shown. One of the ways in which this 
was done was to issue food tickets after 
investigating the conditions existing in 
the various needy families. This was 
carried out by native Christians, as they 
were' the only ones whom the Chinese 
Government would trust, and in no case 
was any dishonesty or carelessness re- 
ported. , , 

Another way, and perhaps a fairer one 
in some respects was to give work to the 
men on the roads, and pay them by sup- 
plying them with food. Some wonderful 
results were achieved in this road-mak- 
ing, even though the. work- was entirely 
done by man-power, and in the most 
primitive way. At one time there were 
15,000 laborers working under the di- 
rection of three Europeans — and these 
net engineers — and from this standpoint 
the work accomplished was very success- 
ful. About 33 miles of road were built, 
including one hundred and forty culverts 
of various sizes. 

In closing, Mr. Mowatt thanked the 
members of .the Church tor the very cor- 
dial welcome extended and he appealed 
for a more whole-hearted spirit in the 
supporting of die- missions. " " "~ '

THE ARISTOCRACY 

OF BRAINS 

Thr. widespread publicity given to 
President Hopkins's opening address 
io the undergraduate body at Dart- 
mouth Collegi centers on two phrases: 
"Too many men are going to college" 
mil "There i- such a thing as an aris- 
locracy of brains." Some newspaper 
ruminent has been hasty and obviously 
oased on these catch phrases divorced 
from their context. We reprini here- 
with the portion of ibe address con- 
taining these much-quoted sentences. 

'Tor the t ii] lost possible common un- 
derstanding, and the earliest, a few 
principles applying to our mutual re- 
lationship may well be stated at this 
juncture. These principles are in vol v- 
rd particularly a; Dartmouth in such 
policies as the restriction of enroll- 
ment, ulic selective process of admis- 
tion, and the. permanent elimination 
Irom the college membership of men 
incompetent or unw illing to qualify ac- 
tording to the standards which the col- 
'egc seeks to maintain. 

"Too many men are going to col- 
lege! The opportunities ior securing 
in education by way of the college 
bourse are definitely a privilege and 
lot at all a universal right. The funds 
Ivailablc for appropriation to the uses 
>f institutions of higher learning are 
lot limitless and cannot be made so, 
Vhcthcr their origin be sought in the 
resources of public taxation or in the 
lecurable benefactions for the enhanc- 
ing of private endowments. It conse- 
quently becomes essential that a work- 
ing theory be sought that will operate 
vith some degree of accuracy to define 
flic individuals who shall make up the 
iroup to whom, in justice to the public 
rood, the privilege shall be extended, 
jnd to specify those from whom the 
Privilege should be withheld! 

"This is a twofold necessity: on the 
Ine hand, that men incapable of profit- 
hg by the advantages which the col- 
tge offers, or indisposed, shall not be 
withdrawn from useful work- to «pend 
lieir time profitlessly, in idleness ac- 
quiring false standards of living; and 
^u the other hand, that the contribu- 
tion which the college is capable of 
flaking to the lives of competent men 



and through them to society shall not 
be^ too largely lessened by the slack- 
ening of pace due to the presence of 
men indifferent or. wanting in capacity. 

"We hear much of men seeking an 
éducation, hut too often they are only 
seeking membership in a social organ- 
ization which has reputation' for af- 
fording an education, from which repu- 
tation they expect to benefit, if they 
can avoid being detached from the as- 
sociation. The assumption would be 
humorous if it were not so serious, 
that enrollment with a college requires 
that the college shall either force edu- 
cation upon the individual man or sur- 
reptitiously bait him to it. rather than 
that be should crave and at the cost of 
any effort possess hims-elf of the ut- 
most which the college can give. 

"It would be incompatible with all 
of the conceptions of democracy to as- 
sume that the privilege of higher edu- 
cation should be restricted to any class 
defined by the accident of birth or by 
the fortuitous circumstance of posses- 
sion of wealth, but there is such a 
thing as an aristocracy of brains, made 
up of men intellectually alert and in- 
tellectually eager, to whom increasing- 
ly the opportunities of higher educa- 
tion ought to he restricted, if democ- 
racy is to become a quality product 
rather than simply a quantity one, and 
if excellence and effectiveness are to 
displace, the mediocrity towards which 
democracy has such a tendency to skid. 

"I wish carefully to safeguard these 
statements, however, by iteration and 
reiteration that it behooves all of us to 
avoid confusing the symbols and the 
facts of intellectuality, and I should 
hope that under any circumstances we 
might avoid confusing mental gymnas- 
tics and facility in appropriating the 
ideas of others with genuine thinking. 
Unfortunately intellectual hypocrisy 
and its complement, intellectual smug- 
ness, are not sufficiently infrequent 
even within college halls, while at the 
same time I believe that on the whole 
they are as much to be avoided and 
that they are as detrimental to the 
spirit of tme scholarship as is ignor- 
ance. 

"This all is simply another way of 
saying that the college ambition is that 
its men may be consecrated to the 
spirit of truth. Such is the essential 
loyalty."
